Th2 convention was called to order 
by Mr. President JENKINS, pursuant 
to adjournment. 

Prayer was off-red by Rev. W. A. Me- 
DonaLb, a delegate to the convention 
from the county of Ware. 

The journal of yesterday was read 
and approved. 

Mr. GRACE offered a resolution that 
no member be allowed to speak longer 
than ten minutes upon any question 
before the house, unless by unanimous 
consent. 

The house refused to suspend the 
rules in order to take up and consider 
the resoluuon. 

Mr. GRACE offered a resolution re- 
quiring that the convention hold morn- 
ing and evening sessions after Monday 
next, the 30ch of July. 

Mr. INGRAM. I move to suspend 
the rules and take up the resolution 
just read. 

Mr. TUGGLE.

Tne question upon the suspension of 
the rules was put to the louse, and 
upon it a division called; the vote 
s ood, yeas 39, nays 57; so the motion 
was lost. 

Mr. SHEPPARD offered a resolution 
that the constitution: framed by 
this convention be submitted to 
the people for ratification with-~ 
in thirty days from the adjourament 
of the convention. 

The house refused to suspend the 
rules and take up the resolution. 

The order of the day being the report 
of -the- committee of Final Revision 
upon the report of the committee on 
Executive Department, was taken up. 

Section 2 wa3 pending, and para- 
graph 1 was read as follows: 

Pag.1 The secretary of state,comptrolier gen- 
eral and treaeurer shail .e elecced by the persous 
qnalifie 1 to vote for inaembers of the general as- 
sembly, at the same time and in the manger as 
the goyernur, and bold their offices for the same 
time as the governor. 

Mr. GARTRELL. In order to re- 
lieve the difliculty suggested on yes- 
terday in regard to the manner of clec- 
ting these officers in this section, un 
der certain circumstances, I offer the 
following amendment, when there will 
be no difficulty or ambiguity about it: 


the genera] assembly shail take the two highest 
in the vote and proceed to elect, and that the 
returns be made to the secretary of state and by 
him transmitted, unopened, to the senate and 
house of representatives."’ 

Mr. INGRAM. Itwill be perceived 
that in the election for governor, the re- 
turns are to come through the hands of 
the secretary of the state, and nov that 
the secretary of state is himself to be 
elected by the people, there is a little 
inconsistency in having the returns 
come through his hands. I offer the 
following substitute : 
ibee Tetarne See veer Bestjon for espretary of 
nirected to the governor, who shall, without 
opening the same, cause the same to be laid 
before the senate On the day after the two houses 
shall have beev organized; and they shall be 
transmitted by the senate to the house of repre- 
sentatives, where theyshall be opened or pub 
lished at the same time and io the same manner 
as the returpe of the election for governor. 


Mr. GARTRELL. I desire to call 
my friend’s attention to the tact that 
if his substitute is adopted it will 
cause a conflict between this provision 
and asection of the bill of rights, which 
says that.all returns shall be made to 
the secretary of state; and that we 
have adopted. 

Under the present section he is res 
quired to receive them and without 
opening transmit them to the senate 
and house of representatives. I do 
not think he will tamper with them, 
and that the provision is safe enough 


as if is. 

Mr. DUBOSE. I think it will con~ 
flict with the fourteenth section, which 
has been adopted. 

The PRESIDENT. This is in rela- 
tion to the returns for other officers— 
secretafy of state, comptroller-general 
and treasurer. 

Mr. INGRAM. I would say that if 
we have adopted the provision already 
in the bill of rights— 

Mr. GARTRELL. I will correct my- 
sel{,sir; it wasin thearticle on elective 
franchise. 

Mr. INGRAM. Then it would be 
useless to press the matter here. But 
if itis not already provided for, I think 
my amendment had better bein. I 
withdraw it, however. 

The question was taken upon agree- 
ing to the amendment of Mr. Gar- 
TRELL; it was agreed to. 

Paragraph 2 was read. 

Mr. OSBORNE offered to amend by 
striking out $2,000” and inserting 
“$1 600.” - 

Mr. WINN, of Gwinnett. I move as 
a substitute for the amendment that 
$1800” be inserted. 

Mr. COLLIER. I offer as a substitute 
for tne whole that this section—the 
consideration of it—be postponed until 
the Committee on Salaries has repor- 
ted. | understand that they are about 
ready to makea report which will em- 
brace all salaries. I therefore move 
that it lie on the table for the present. 

Mr. GIGNILLIATT. I do not think 
there is and Committee on Salaries. 

Mr. PRESIDENT. I will state 
to the gentleman from Fulton [ Mr. 
CoLLisk | that this house has appointed 
no such commitiee as this. 

Mr. COLLIER. I understood yester- 
day that there was a committee of that 
sort. But I am informed that they re- 
ported upon the salaries of the judges 
alone., Under that statement it wili 
be proper to withdraw the motion, 
which I now do. 

{§Mr. FEATHERTSON offered a sub- 
stitute that “the perquisites received 
by these officers shall go to the state.”’

Mr. SCOPT, of Sumter. What isthe 
salary of the comptroller general ? 

Mr, BASS. Two thousaad duilars. 

Mr. SCOTT. Isn't it thirty-two hun- 
dred dollars ? r 

Mr. BASS. Idon’t know as to that. 
I thought it wastwo thousand dollars. 

Mr. SCOTT. What is thatof the 
secretary of state ? 

Mr. BASS, Two thousand dollars. 

Mr, SCOrT. I understood that was 
a report from a committee apvointe 
on this subject,and 1 would like to 
hear it. 

Mr. BASS, As to the treasurer, there 
is noone in the government whose 
duties are more onerous than his. Be- 
sides: he has_ to give a bond for $200,- 
000, a thing which few men in G-orgia 
can do, for a man going upon that 
bond has to swear that he is worth, 
over ané aboveall his debts and exemp- 
tions, the tull amount that he claims to 
be bound for. I'am informed by the 
present treasurer that he had to get 
tor.y of his friends, some of them rang- 
ing down to two or three thousand dol- 
lars each. In his office, he must have 
an assistant, or clerk,and rely upon 
him ‘very largely ; should he prove 
faise, the treasurer is bound for the 
loss. I think, therefore, that his sala- 
ry should not be abated. In reducing 
otwers, I hope we will not abate his. 

Mr. EDGE. Would it bein order to 
call for a division of the question ? 

“Vr. HOLCOMBE. I move to intro- 
duce this in the proper place. I see no 
reason for making the salaries the same 
‘These several salaries shall be: for the 
treasurer, two thousand dollars, and 
one clerk at a salary of fifteen hundred 
dollats per annum, the comptroller 
shall have a salary of three tuousand 
dollars, and employ his owa 
clerks, and shall have no 
other perquisites; the secretary of 
state shall nave a salary of two thous- 
and collars, and shall employ his own 
clerk; and to have no other perqui- 
sites, etc.” 

fr. EDGE I offer as a substitute 
that the treasurer shall receive two 
thousand dollars and the others 
eighteen hundred dollars each. 

Mr. TIFT. I move to refer the whole 
matter to the Committee on Finance, 
Taxation and Pubiic Debt. 

Mr. SIMMONS. I hope that motion 
won’t prevail. Wecan settle it this 
morni. g as well as if 
the committee had reported. 
That is only a committee of nine and I 
do not know what effect its report 
would have upcn this house. I think 
we had better settle it now.

Wha: hus been complained of is not 
the salaries of the ‘officers, but the 
clerk:hire. I propose to give the treas- 
urer $2 000,that being the salary with 
which he went into office; and one 
clerk at $1,500 perannum. I give the 
comptolier $3 000 and let him hire his 
own clerk. Heretofore, in addition to 
his salary of $2,000 he has had perqui- 
sites of office, amounting to about 
$8,000. Now,in the secretary of state’s 
oftice there is very little to do. It is 
well known that before the war Mr. 
Thweatt never had a clerk in his office, 
but row we are getting into the habit 
of hiring an officer and paying him to 
dress him up to be looked at, and he 
hires a clerk to do his work at our ex- 
pense. 

Mr. REESE, of Wilkes. I cannot 
agree wiih the gentleman from Milton, 
[Mr. HotcomsBs.] He proposes to give 
ihe ¢omptroller general a salarv of 
$3,000 and Jet him hire his own clerk. 
The gentleman seems not to know the 
duties of that office. It is impossible 
to get along there without a wild land 
clerk, There are a great many lots of 
wild Jand in this state, and you can 
hardly go into his office any day but 
rou will find citizens of the state there 
okiia for information about their 
lots. lam told it takes a man of ex- 
perier.ce to keep these matters straight. 

Mr' HOLCOMBE. Having been a 
member o: the senate many years, 
don’t you know that the wild land 
clerk: never saved any money to the 
state ? Are not the wild land records 
of the state as great a mystery pow as 
ever 

Mr. REESE. Ido not understand it 
that way. From all the information I 
can get, it takes a competent and expe- 
rienced man to attend to the duties of 
that position. The gentleman says that 
it is e mysterv. I dare say, if he has a 
lot of wild land in the Cherokee coun- 
try, 1 think he can go there and find 
out ail about it. I know that many 
citizens go there every day for such in- 
formation. These lots are deemed val- 
uable by many of their owners. I do 
not know whether they are or not. 
Then he says Mr. Thweatt never had a 
clerk in the his office; but since the war 
we lave added very greatly to the duties 
o the office. We have added an in- 
surance department. There are about 
a hundred insurance companies doing 
business in this state, and he has to 
teke ithe returns made by them and 
examine them and get informatio. 
from other states in order to know 
their solvency and save the peopie of 
Georgia from getting swindled by them 
If the gentleman wants to economize, 
let him ao it right. This will save no 
money to the state. This thing 
of giving the comptroller’ gen- 
eral _ but one clerk at a sal- 
ary of one thousand dollars is a very 
short-sighted policy. Why, sir, there 
is not a more important office than 
this is to the people of Georgia. 

Mr. HOLCOMBE. What do you 
propose for him to do? 

Mr. REESE, of Wilkes. I propose 
for him to loog after this matter of in 
surance, to settle with all the tax 
coliectors of the state, which, of itself, 
is an immense job, to probe the returns 
und attend to tne financial condition of 
the state, to study its tax laws, and ap- 
ply them, and cunsult the laws of other 
states on this subject, and to atiend to 
the complaints that come up from 
the people, nearly every dav, asking 
that this and that tax shall be reduced 
or suspended. I say that to reduce 
thie oficer—the great financial officer 
of thé state—is short-sighted economy, 
and instead of bringing money to the 
state, will bring her to financial ruin 

Mr. BROWN. It is well known that 
this office is a very important one, and 
fam of the opinion that the largest 
wusté to the people of Georgia, is not 
in the amount that we pay to the of- 
ficers, but in the amount of clerk hire 
which they are annually called upon to 
pay. We know that up to the ume of 
the war, there never was a clerk in 
this office. Mr. Thweatt, who was 
the comptroller general, never had any 
clerk. in his office, and the treasurer 
had none. Itis only since the war that 
it seems to have been aaded ; and so 
far as the duties that have been placed 
upon these officers since that time are 
concerned, itis yet to be seen how 
ome a they have been to the 
people Georgia. t is another 
question. Here is all this statistical 
information which comes up to us

office, about agricuitural affairs. I do 
not think it is worth the paper that it 
is written upon.

Then, as to this insurance 
department, I think ‘very little of it, 
and I stateto the gentleman from 
Wilkes, [Mr. Rxx:x,] that so far as the 
wild and office is concerned, 
you cannot tell whether an intruder has 
settied upoo your land or not, forif he 
has, the lot is given in as cultivated 
land, and you cannot tell anything 
about it.

Mr REESE Do you know whatthe 
taxes upon wild lands were before this 
clerk was put there ?

Weil, it was $4,000 per 
annum, and now it is $22,000. 

Mr. BROWN. That is because it 
was giveo in then under the head of 
general taxes, and now it is given in 
in @ different way. This policy was 
inaugurated by the Ballock govern~ 
ment, which created ali these addi- 
tional cierks, and for eight years we 
have been trying toshake it off, and we 
will never do it, unless we do it right 
now. lam willing myself to let the 
treasurer’s salary alone. His duties 
are very Onerous and important. As 
to the secretary of state’s office, it is 
nothing more than a recording place. 
There is very little to do there, I am 
willing to vote for $1,800 for the comp~ 
troller general, and give him one clerk, 
and give acilerk to the treasurer, but 
none for the secre:ary of state. , 

Mr. COOPER. Ido not know how 
to vote upon this questioa, even aiter 
listening to the discussion. Among the 
contrariety of opinions expressed here 
by the geutlemen, lam unabie to sat-~ 
isly myself as to what amount of labor 
has to be done in these offices, and how 
much clerical assistance is needed. 
Yherefore 1 cannot vote intelligently 
upon the subject. 

The PRESIDENT. There was a com- 
mittee appointed to report upon that 
subject, and the reportis upon the

It 
is an important subject, and itis im- 
possible for this vast assembly to in- 
vestigate and analyze it as it should 
be. The remarks this morning have 
thrown some light upon it, and in or- 
der that we may have more informa- 
tion, and proceed with some method 
and aclear understanding of the sub- 
ject, I hope this matter will be referred 
to the committee and that it will 
report to this house on Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

Mr. JOHNSON, of Oglethorpe. I 
agree with the gentleman from Chat- 
tooga, (Mr. Hawkins) and hope the 
matier willbe s nt to the committee. 
The gentleman from Muscogee (Mr. 
INGRAM) sad that the meetings of the 
Committee of Twenty-six were in se- 
cret, I say asa member of that com- 
mittee that it has not been a star 
chamber proceeding — :

Let 
this com mittee go to work and see what 
has to be done in each of these depart- 
ments. and bow much glerica! force is 
pee led in each, and report what they 
think we should pay our treasurer, 
c mptroller gemerai and secretary oi 
state. |l am sorry that we struck this 
two thousand doliars from the report, 
and I am sorry also that it was not left 
to the legislature to settle this matter, 
from time to time, because the duties 
of the offices are changed every year 
nearly. It should be left to the wis- 
dom of the legislature, acting upon the 
reports of their committees who inves 
tivate these departments, to pay what 
is right in each case. Give them one 
or five clerks, as necessity requires. 
Let us not cut them off witb half pay, 
but give them what is honestly righi 
and just. I do not think any man in 
(reorgia is unwilling to pay his public 
officers what their services are worth. 
I Jo not know how to vute understand- 
ingly apon the subject now, but I want 
to do so, and therefore I hope the mat- 
ter will be referred tv the committee.

give the exact figures, that in this 
county the tax collector gets between 
$12,000 and $15,000 for receiving and 
collecting the taxes of the county 
for the year., If that 18 
true, and I apprehend it is, 
it will not be disputed, don’t you pay 
him the difference over and above what 
would be a competent salary? Out of 
whose money? Out of the money of 
the people! Out of the pocket of your 
tax-payers. [ admit it is not right to 
pay any such salary as that. Now, I 
presume that what is true of the county 
of Fulton is true to every other count 
in the state; while they are not woul 
a8 much to the oftice as Fulton county, 
yet they are worth equally as much in 
proportion. If this is done, which we 
propose, the difference between a com- 
petent salary and twelve or fitteen 
thousand dollars per annum wii! be 
annual y saved tothe people, and sir, I 
know that what is true of the tax col- 
lector is true as to the other officers of 
the county.

Mukhtar Pasha i4 either not able or not 
disposed to press the Russians, aud th 
czar shows no disposition to reinforce 
his defeated columms in Armenia. Both 
sides are taking rest, and are doubtless 
enjoying it. 

There was no rest during the week in 
European Turkey, and the progress of 
the Russians was astonishing. Begin- 
ning at ihe Danube, let us see how the 
respective forces stood at the close of 
the week. North of the Balkans 
the Turkish forces are gathered 
in the fortresses of Widdin, Rustchuk, 
Silistria, Varna and Shumila. Rustchuk 
is hotly beseiged, Silistria closely in- 
vested, and General Zimmerman is 
probably before Varna this morning. 
Widdin will aiso shortly be in a state 
of seige, leaving only Shumla unsur- 
rounded. A large army at- Tirnova 
watches the latter fortress as a cat does 
a mouse. Each of these great fortresses 
is isolated, the Varna line of railway 
having been cut several days ago. 

The great event of the week was the 
capture of the Schipka pass by the 
Russians. General Gourkah crossed 
the Balkans through what had 
been considered impass sible detiles, and 
immediately moved toward the south 
ern end of the Schipka pass. The heat 
was intense, and the Russians had no 
artillery. Tbe pass was attacked at 
both ends—by Gen. Gourka!: on the 
south and Prince Mirski on the north, 
It was defended by picked men, nvst- 
ly Circassians and The 
desperate fighting of the Russiins un 
der Prince Mirski carried position ali- 
ter posiuon, when Gen, Gourkah 
moved with vigor and the Turks were 
thrown into consternation. While ne- 
gotiations were pending loc a surren- 
der, the Turks tied, leaving the Kus- 
sians in full possession of a pass 
throuzh which they can move both 
baggage and -rtillery. The line of the 
Balkans is practically abolished. 

The eighth, and probably the fourth 
corps, have already joined Gen. 
Gourkah south of the Baikan3s, It 
difficult to say just what the situation 
isin Roumelia; but it is plain from 
what is known that Turkey is a hollow 
shell. The victory on Thursday oc- 
curred at Karabunar, which is not over 
forty miles north of Adrianople. The 
railroads both to and from Adrianople 
are cut, and the Russians are 
masters ot one-half of Rou- 
melia. Sulieman Pasha, of 
Montenegrin fame and a commander 
of reputed sill, is south of the Balkans 
with about fifty thousand men; but he 
is already overmatched. He will scon 
be unabie to fight the Russians in the 
open field, and then comes the ipvest~ 
ment of Adrianople and not long after- 
wards the siege of Constantinople. 
Gen. Gourkah’s remarkable achieye~ 
ments have shortened the war and 
saved the lives of thousands. When 
he seized the Schipka pass he opened 
the door to the Golden Horn. ‘Troops 
are pouring through that door by hun- 
dreds and thousands. 

A practically, upresisted capture of 
Constantinople is now probable, un'ess 

1. The Turks are playing the Arme-. 
nian game over again, or 

2. England and Austria interfere. 

It may be that the Turkish general- 
lissimo jntends to let the IJussians 
penetrate as far into tue interior as 
they wish to and break their strength 
into a8 many points as they wili,before 
he strikes a deadly blow at their line 
of communication; but if this is his 
plan, he will find that he is striking at 
no such army as the Grand Duke 
Michael had. He will tind that 
he is outnumbered at every 
polat, and especially so south of the 
Balkans. And yet nobody knows how 
many Turks there are in Bulgaria and 
Rumelia.

There is just enough uncer- 
tainty in the Turkish campaign to make 
the current week one of deep interest; 
for this is about the last week in which 
a Turkish victory will be possible. 

The rapid advance of the Russian 
armies is arousing both England and 
Austria. England is sending reinforce- 
ments to the Mediteranean. The iron- 
clads have been moved up to Besika 
Bay, near the mouth of tne Dardanelles. 
This is held to be notice to Russia that 
“British interests” will not permit Con- 
stantinople to pass from the control of 
its present possessors. Austria 
is also getting up a strong war feeling. 
She stands aghast at the thought that 
Russia is about to seize twenty millions 
of people and the mouth of the Dan- 
ube. Will these two countries inter- 
fere’? This is the problem just now. 
Hungary, through great popular meet- 
ings, demands that Austria come to an 
understanding with England on this 
8 ibject,and*Beaconsfield is more than 
halt willing. He detests the peace-at- 
any-price party, led by Mr. Gladstone 
English and Austrian intervention 
about the time that Constantinople is 
seriously threatened, is not therefore. 
an improbable event. 


THE WORK OF THE CONVENTION, 

The. convention is making haste 
slowly. The labors of the committees 
are continuous and deliberate. At the 
present rate, there is not a word nora 
line proposed to be put in the constitu 
tion that is not thoroughly weighed, 
considered and discussed. Especially 
is this true of the committee of Twenty- 
six, whose duty it is to revise the work 
ofthe sub committees and report it back 
to the convention. The thought- 
ful and deliberate character 
of the proceedings thus far warrant 
the belief that the new constitution 
will be perfected with the utmost care. 
The organization of the body is such 
that it is almost impossible for it to act 
hastily. Everything of importance is 
referred to committees who, alter dis~ 
cussing it thoroughly report either 
favorably or adversely. The discus~ 
sions embodied in our verbatim re- 
ports of the proceedings are destined 
to become historically valuable, as 
showing the intent of the framers o! 
our organic law. 

The personnel of the convention is 
far above the general average of such 
assemblies. There is a conspicuous 
absence of anything hke demagoguery, 
a fact that in this day and age is quite 
to the credit of the members. It is im- 
possible to predict how long the ses- 
sion will last. There is much work to 
be done, and some of the most serious 
questions are yet to come up for diseus- 
sion. The debate upon many of them 
will in all probability take a wide range, 
particularly that upon the homestead 
question. In respect to this, it may be 
stated that it will be exceedingly dif- 
ficult to harmonize the conflicting 
opinions of members. Some believe 
that the existence of a homestead law 
is disastrous to credit; others think it 
would heip credit if a waiver were to 
be allowed, while others look upon the 
provision in the light of a charity to 
the women and children of the state, 
and belieye that it should be made per- 
manent and inalienable. Still others 
hold views that are in some sort mod- 
ifications of these already alluded to. 

Another heated discussion will 
doubtless be that upon the capital 
question, the poiat of difference being 
whether the location clause should be 
inserted in the constitution or left for 
the people to vote upon separately.

The Washington correspondent ci 
the Baltimore Sun says the cabinet is 
just now engaged in congratulating it- 
s3lf,on the southern policy. They 
claim that if the president had con- 
cluded to uphold Packard and Cham- 
beriain it would have necessitated the 
retention of a considerable number of 
troops in both Louisiana and South 
Carolina. Iw consequence of the dis- 
turbances in the north at this time the 
president would have had no alterna: 

Their 
removal would have been followed by 
a popular uprising against Packard and 
Chamberlain, and the spectacle would 
then have presented of the govern- 
mept having to cope with a rebellion 
in the north and a iebellion in the 
south. As it was, says che St. Louis’ 
correspondent, the government for the 
first, time since the war found itself 
entirely relieved from any fears as to 
public tranquillity in the south.

GIVE ME YOUR FAR. 


AFEW WORDS OF AMLIICHE TO THE 
CON}iNTION 


The Bad Piaces to be Avoided, aud 
the True Work to be Done, Ete. 


The convention contains many able 
men. Its drift is best seen from with- 
out. The rock on which it is most like 
to split is over action. The danger of 
this is already apparent and extreme. 
The signs are that it will attempt too 
much, overload and not swim. Its 
business is not _ ideal-constitution 
making—like making paper houses— 
but to make one that will pass. __Rati- 
fication or no ratification should eyer 
be before the eyes of the convention. 
Not as a bugbear, yet asa sober fact; 
perhaps a little bugbear wouldn’t hurt. 
A constitution that won’t go down is 
but @ paper louse. Many details 
make many risks. We cannot afford 
them, 

For one unpalatable feature voters 
will reject the whole—aot closely 
weighing and balancing point after 
point. The constitution of 1861 was 
seriously hazarded by one sma!! clause, 
unsuspected when it was passed, but 
raked uv afierwards in the discussion. 
It was some over-looked point bearing 
on the three-fifths basis of voting. In 
the present case, the fact that suv small 
a poipt as the mere location of the 
capital should ne-d to be voted on sep- 
aruiely, powerfully illustrates the prin 
cle. 1t would seem almost as uninm- 
portant as the color of the ink used in 
writing the constitution. 

This tendency to fly off in minor 
points is a big fact, and one not to be 
ignored. Multiplying points is multi- 
plying dangers, much more than mul- 
tiplying probabilities of success. 

The remedy 1s to attend to the big 
things and let the small ones alone. To 
pass little that does not secure a large 
majority ; not to force thisg:, but to 
unify and conciliate, and les alone 
some things as good but not practicable. 
Things which greatly divide the con- 
vention will greatly divide the people, 
And then when it comes to a vote upon 
ratification, not one minority but num- 
erous minorities will exist—one on 
this point, another on that—and these 
when combined, may make perhaps a 
huge and rousing majority. The con- 
veutivn is but one house, it is true, 
but after all there is another house to 
pass on the constitution, after it is 
passed upon by the convention. That 
house is the people—a huge house, 
mightily scattered, not composed of 
siatesmen—not nicely balancing pro ’s 
and con,’s, but touchy and skittish. 
This big veto power outside, is the 
thing to be kept in view. It does not 
hear all the arguments day by day. Its 
prejudices are easily excited. It is of 
no use to complain of it, if the consti- 
tution has to be submitted to it. Ihe 
only plan isto make one not bristling 
over with small points of attack. Who 
is to stump the state, and make this 
big audience hear jong arguments and 
unify and conciliate it? Our view is 
that there is no smal! danger ot total! 
and absolute failure. This would bea 
great disaster to tiie state—a real ca- 
lamity. Let the vote count out “No 
Ratification,” and the convention will 
have been more than a costly farce. lt 
will have «a tragic element besides. 
The constitution of 1868 will then be 
ratified with a vengeauce. We have 
nof ar but that the constitution pro- 
posed will be a real improvement on 
the old one. But will itever be the 
constitution of Georgia? ‘That is the 
question. Will the work be accepted ? 
Une great matter realiy called the con- 
vention together—oue great matter otf 
real business. This was to limit the 
power of the legislature in spending 
money. But for this, itis very doubt- 
ful whether it would have been called. 

Mr Toombs, really the father of uhe 
convention, expressed it tersely— 
‘Their strong box key should be kept in 
the people’s own pocket.”’ Under the 
laje Constitution the legislature kept it. 
The constant ery of the lobby was: 
“Open and distribute. Kar worse than 
even the powerot the keys. They had 
a general power of attorney to sign our 
name. Here lies the pinch: The strong 
box could only be emptied, as it was 
filled, and could only be tilled vy taxa- 
tion. But this power to sign our name 
was limitless. Here were endless mil- 
lions. In two years, millions did go 
with Bullock’s name sat the bottom, 
binding us and our property. The tax 
ation under which we now groan had 
thas prigin—no other. We were plnn- 
dered on credit, robbed on tick. 

W hat bas been once done under it can 
ba done again. Any oae legislature 
Can ruin us. 

What are our taxes for now? Not 
for government expenses, but to pay 
debis and interest. This is the big 
leuk. For this we are in dock for re- 
pairs. To make the strong box bur- 
yiar-proof and to revoke that big power 
of attorney. 

If the convention did that and ad- 
journed, it would have done enough. 
{it should not peri! that for a thousand 
minor details. Itis a surgeon to set 
our broken joints—not a barber to trim 
oul nails, 

One great matter of seatiment, then, 
also, was viz: the people felt that the 
constitution of 1868 was not their con- 
stitution—that it was a sort of cov nter 
fet, and they wished to rub out its 
Siains—right the false relations to the 
union, and have one o! their own ma- 
king. 

These were the two great salient 
points ~the one of business, the other 
of sentiment, which brought about the 
convention. If the constitution fails, 
ther both fail, and a disastrous failure 
it will be. The Philistines will rejoice, 
aod the daughters oi ihe uncircumcised 
be glad. The lobby will be decked 
with flowers, and the old rats have a 
big treat and a jubilee. 

It is policy now to pass by and omit 
such minor matters as are not very 
largely and generally approved. One 
other guiding principle, subject to the 
other, however, is to make such chan~ 
ges as would not be made by the ordi-~ 
nary method by two successive legisia~ 
tures; for example, to reduce the legis- 
lature,if need be. But if the proposed 
reduction meets with large opposition, 
better to let it alone than to risk too 
much upon it. The writer would pre- 
fer the reduction, but he would not 
vote to incorporate it into the constitu- 
tion unless assented to by a heavy ma- 
jority of tne convention — perbaps 
three fourths ot the body. Onereason 
ior this, there is a large number of men 
who wish to represent coupties who 
would electioneer against “ratification” 
and help to defeat it. We may think 
them rather small men, yet many of 
them have considerable local influence, 
as is manifested by theirelection from 
year to year. The little folks (Lillipa- 
tians) will better stand biennial ses- 
sions than no chance atall. Reduce 
sesajons or per diem, or both, but give 
trem a chance. The honor of the 
thing they are after, chough they have 
no abjection to per diem and mileage. 

Another question of importance 
which might better be left alone than 
altered, unless by a large and over- 
whelming majority, is the mode of ap- 
pointing judges, and their salaries. 

Two co.siderations should control in 
the appointing power—information and 
interest. 

Applying these tests, the body of men 
best qualitied would be the juries of 
the respective judicial districts. In 
respect Of informatioa and interest in 


| results, they are the best qualified 


body But I would not, except by 
ubanimous cousent, deposit the power 
bere, as it would by many non-jurors 
be considered invidious. They are the 
best informed and most interested 
body. If they are unsafe there is no 
Country to save, 

ihe people of each district is the 

uext best bedy, probably, under the 
tests, each district electing its own 
judye, 
The legislature isa very poor depos- 
itory of the power, tor it lacks both 
elements. The members from other 
and, remote judicial districts do not 
knowwf theirown knowledge who is 
best qualified, and they have also little 
interest in results Wretched log-ruil- 
ing and bargaining becomes practi- 
cable, because of-iack of information 
and. interest. “My dourkeeper and 
your judge” may be swapped off mutu- 
aliy. 

Kiection by a general ticket system 
has been proposed—everybody voting 
ior everybody—but this 18 perhaps as 
peor a method as could well ve sug- 
gested in either view. It would all de- 
pend om caucusses. Itis speciticaly the 
poorest plan, as to information, interest 
or responsibility. Why should the 
people of middie Georgia desire to vote 
for judges in Cherokee or southwest 
. ia? What do the people know of 


distant lawyers, or what direct interest 


have they in results in distant regions 7? 


so the men best fitted for judicial office 
are often wholly unknown to them. 
The governor, acting under respon- 
sibility coming directly home to him, 
isa very good tepository of the power, 
though not the best. Bat 
no hazard should be run 
for the difference. The system ha 
— long tried, and does not wo 
b 


The reiustion of the judges’ salaries 
roposed by some, is ove of the most 
atal blows at all the interest the people 
have in good government—nearly all 
of which comes to them through the 
judiciary. This is the main supply 
pipe for al! the blessings of gov- 
ernment to the veopie, through which 
are distributed its remedies, protection 
of per-01 and property. Do not choke 
th's, aud proyide cheap, muddy water. 
Have judges worth paying for, and 
picked men for jurors—twice picked. 
The rest of the government is ex pense; 
this is its fruit—all you can get out ol 
it. For this al) the rest exists. 

These views have been given in illus- 
tration of the general principle. 
We might go on, with the 
homestead tor example. The same 
rule will apply. Make no changes not 
generally acceptabie. Leave it to the 
ordinar” proc34s of amendment by two 
successive legislatures, unless you can 
agree on terms, 

Is there any guide to the homestead, 
or is it all guess work? There are in 
Georgia about 1,400,000 people, all told. 
The property of the state is about 
$280,000,000. This is about $200 per 
head, large and small, and, as a family 
averages between eight and six persons. 
it is about $1,000 to $12,000 per iamily. 
Should the property exempted be three 
times the average property of a family 
in the state? That looks high, does it 
not, when others are to lose by it? 

buat do not change even this danger- 
ously. Your work has one chance only 
—hitor miss. There is no motion fora 
reconsideration next morning after a 
vote of no ratification. Reform is dead 
lor a generatiorz.. 

In the views above given of the 
caution necessary to be exercised by 
the conyention, we have not been ex- 
treme. The hazard is not small, and 
the need of ratification is urgent All 
matters of detail proper rather fora 
legisiature than a convention should, 
of course, be avoided. And eyen in 
matters of moment the few great mat- 
ters should vastly outweigh. A safe 
rule should be, to leave unaltered what- 
ever will only pass the convention with 
a rob. It it rubs there, it will stick 
with the people and not go through at 
all. 

How different the attitude of the 
convention from that of a body whose 
work is final. This should be recog- 
nized as a great land mark al. the while. 
Your work has to go befure a monster 
—the many-headed has to pass upon 
it—many men of many minds. Their 
standard will be that of the apostle 
James. He that is guilty ef one is 
guilty of all. One flaw will suthce 
many yoters. ‘They will “damn it with 
a spot.” To change the figure: To get 
to sea your ship must Cross the bar. 
Be sure of your soundings, and do not 
overload. Breakers ahead! Shatlow 
water. © Look out!

THE EY FORTS TO CURTAIL THE 
GOVERNOR’S TERM. 


wee 


Hew it May be Attacked Hereafter— 
Electing the Judges—When Will 
“The People’ Adjourn? 


A large crowd gathered in the galleries of the 

house on yesterday, 

FILLING, THEM TO THE UTMOST, 
the rumor that called the people out being to 
the effect that the fight upon the governor's 
filling out the term of office to which he was 
duly and fairly ¢iected, would be renewed. 

As the opposition polled sach a strong vote 
op Friday, and was defeated by such a sma!! 
majority, it was thought that the fight would 
be opened afresh on yesterday. This view was 
coafirmed by the fact that those foremost in the 
attempt to shave down. the term and make a 
clean sweep, were engaged in a strenuous Ccan- 
vases all Friday afternoon and night, and that a 
caucus was said to have been held on Saturday 
morning. 

The friends of Gov. Colquitt—and we use this 
term because (whether properly or not) the at 
tempt to shorten the term was universally re- 
garded and spoken of as a direct attack npou 
the governor—/#lt no uneasiness at all, and 
looked for the'issue with confidence. The 
strongest elemeut of the movement against the 
governor was the secresy with which it was or- 
ganiz>d, and the surprise tha! it created when 
it was sprung. Its very suddenness carried 
many men with it, who, as soon as 

THE MATYER HAD BEEN FAIRLY DISCUSSED, 
saw the thing in a new 
light, and recorded their votes against the mea- 
sure. The discussion which has followed the 
last vote has increased the strength of those who 
oppose a reduction of the term, And it is said 
uow by shrewd. observers that the qnestion, 
whenever it is brought up again, will 
show that over two-thirds of the delegates will 
vote against shortening the term. 

Itissaid to be the policy of those who favor 
making the reduction of the governor’s term 
apply to the present governor, to go ahead and 
reduce the term of the other. officers, and make 
them take effect at once, and then try and come 
back at the governor’s offic: once more. ‘It is 
very unfortunate that this issue has been raised 
ithas created much dissension, has diverted 
the convention from the making of an organic 
law, and distravted jts whole work.” Thus 
apoke aleading member to this reporter*on 
yesterday. 

THE LENGTH OF THE 

Considerable iun was made of the statement 
of this reporter that the session would last over 
one month, and, possibly, six weeks. We stil! 
stick to the belief that the convention will not 
adjourn before the thirty days are out, and pos- 
sibly not before forty days have gone. The 
eighteenth day af the session has been passed, 
and yet of the four most important subjects 
that were to be ciscussed, viz—the homestead, 
the appointing power of the governor, the re- 
duction of the legislature, and the removal of 
the capital —have neither of them been touched 
in debate. Kack of them will oceupy several 
days, and it is; doubtful when they will be

There are five great lines right 
after the great southern mail from New York to 
New Orieans The Coast Line, which uow car- 
ries it, the Piedmont Line, which reaches us by 
the Air-line, the Kennesaw Route, the Chatta- 
nooga Route and what may be called the 
Louisville route. All of these lites are anxious 
forthe mail. it will bea bona: za to anv one 
of them, and if it is bestowed oa any, the others 
Will be forced by competition te run fast trains, 
so that all are sure of general fast trayel as well 
as fast mail When I went to the convention I 
expected to see a ho: fight between the friends 
of these competing lines. But Mr. 8S. G. Hub- 
bard, of Massachusetts, the chairman ot the 
postal commissiou, destroyed that idea. He said 
what we waut is the appropriation 
for the fast mail ; it will 
be easy enough togettne route. That man 
Huthbard is one of the best friends we have. He 
is a Massachusetts man, but he sees that we are 
not justly treated, and he is 
hand.

.espondence, and merchants can carry it on 
inuch more satisfactorily. The mail 
revenues will be immensely increased. 
Mr. Hubbard SAYS the fast mail 
will bricg us closer together as a people and 
make us no e united, more like neighbors and 
citizens. It will be worth a great deal of money 
to us in the cotton season, when great amounts 
of currency come dowa from the north to buy 
cotton. As the matter now stands, the banks 
are kept out of the money longer than they will 
be then, and have to charge more for its ad- 
vance. Cotton rises sometimes in the winter, 
and every map wants to sell; there is a great 
rash for cash and often the banks 
are off -red one ha'f of one 
per cent on cotton bills, whereas the usual rate 
is only one fourth of one per cent. When the 
fast mail comes we can get out the currency 
from the purchasers of the cotton in New York 
before the sudden demand for it has progressed 
very far. Now we are put togreat inconvenience.
